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Sir: 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the courtesies extended to the undersigned 
during the telephone interview of April 26, 2005. Applicant submitted that the Liaw 
reference is ambiguous with respect to the teachings of the threshold voltages with 
respect to dimensions and may not be properly asserted as prior art to allegedly teach 
the claim relationships of active area widths and threshold voltages. The Examiner 
asserted that dimensions 12N and 12W of Liaw correspond to the claimed active area 
widths regardless of the specific teachings of reference 42 of Liaw defining "channel 
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width" in a direction orthogonal to dimensions 12N and 12W. 

Applicant submitted that teachings regarding threshold voltage in Liaw are not 
relevant to the discussions of PMOS in Liaw and in fact the PMOS devices are masked 
during the Boron implant steps. The Office did not point to any teachings that the 
voltage threshold teachings of Liaw were directed to the PMOS structures. 

With respect to claim 23, Applicant discussed the table and Fig. 4. and noted 
that regardless of whether L or channel width is read to correspond to Applicant's 
channel width, the only teachings of decreasing threshold voltage relative to decreasing 
channel width are for the triangles and squares not having the Boron implant and 
accordingly fail to disclose the limitations of claim 23 which defines that the threshold 
voltages are defined by the common channel implant.
